BOARD OF APPEAL 
DECISIONS 


Two appeals were granted, and 
applications ontwo were withdrawn 
by the appellants, in decisions 
handed down by the Board of Ap- 
peals this week. 

Applications had been withdrawn 
on the cases of Antonio & Angela 
Gatta of Woburn, and of the Clark 
& Brewster Realty Trust. 

Mr and Mrs Gatta had wanted to 
build a home and a commercial 
welding shop, on a lot of land at 
the corner of Woburn and Eames 
Streets, The case was heard on 
August 4th. 

Clark & Brewster had made an 
appeal from a decision by the Plan- 
ning Board not to Sign a plan for a 
lot of land on the corner of Ayotte 
Street and Crest Ave, a so-called 
‘No Approval Necessary’ plan. The 
application was withdrawn before 
the hearing, which was slated for 
Oct, 20th . 

The NES Inc firm, represented 
by Arthur Smith of Federal st. 
was granted a variance for ahouse 
lot, without sufficient depth, on

property on Woburn Street - apart 
of the old Sidelinker property, near 
the Woburn Street School. 

The hearing was held on August 
25th, Mr. Smith told the Board 
that the depth planned was neces- 
sary, because of planned street. 

There were no objections from 
any of the abuttors present, 

Mrs Wavie Drew, Selectman, 
was granted a variance toalter the 
Industrial Zone line, on her pro- 
perty at 104 West Street. 

Mrs Drew told the board, during 
the hearing last September, that 
she had about 2 3/4 acres of land 
left, after the taking by the Com- 
monwealth of Massachusetts for 
the new Route 93 right-of-way. 
She had a frontage on West Street 
of 104 feet, and of this 75 feet was 
in the Industrial Zone, and 29 feet 
in Single Residence A, It consituted 
a hardship, as she was unable to 
use the land for the purpose in- 
tended, she said, 

In granting the variance the 
Board found that a hardship did 
exist, and that desireable relief 
could be granted without substan- 
tial detriment to the public good,

LOPEZ ROAD UNDER FIRE 
FROM PLANNING BOARD 


Chairman Jim Banda ‘insists 
om a general review of Lopez 
Road’ (off Concord St.), he so 
stated Tuesday night at the Plan- 
ning Board Meeting. 

Until approved completion *of 
Lopez Road, the Town is holding 
a bond and a bank book (a form of 
bond) posted for the construction 
of the road, A check, covering 
installation of water, is also held; 
together, these total $21,200.00. 

Because of ledge on the site, 
some changes were made in the 
lay out of the water line; ahydrant 
has been placed on private proper- 
ty, making it inaccessible to the 
Fire Department and should be 
moved, Even though these are 
Water Department problems, Bob 
Evans stated he was most con- 
cerned with the overall situation, 
In reference to a catch basin, 
placed on private property for the 
purpose of draining this land, Dan 
Gillis asked if this culvert, carry- 
ing the drainage, crossed (under) 
Lopez Road in order to drain into 
Lubbers Brook, If it is not prop- 
erly constructed with re-inforced 
concrete culvert, a bad situation 
could develop in the future one 
the Town accepts Lopez Road. 
Evans said he had seen only reg- 
ular concrete culvert; a sectfon 
of culvert, lying in the area, had 
been broken and, in his opinion, 
was not the re-inforced type. 

The possibility of peat being 
buried under the road was again 
discussed, Al Savignac, Town 
Engineer, will investigate immed- 
lately since approximately 300 feet 
of hot top has already been laid, 
Banda felt that the developers 
should come to the Planning Board 
to discuss any problems that may 
crop up in the development of 
the sub-division, 

Joe Slater motioned ‘to ask the 


principals to a meeting to discuss 
the problems’, 

The chairman accepted with the 
reservation to discuss the motion, 
In the ensuing disqussion, Mel 
Bloom suggested that they learn 
the details from the Water Board, 
Jim Banda felt it would be a 
waste oftime to ask the principals 
to meet until the board had all 
the evidence, He felt they (prin- 
cipals) should be put on notice of 
investigation. Evans reminised 
that the Planing Board used to 
inspect and investigate before the 
Town had an engineer, A vote on 
the motion was taken after this 
with none in favor," 

The meeting continued in a hot 
and heavy manner with copious 
Suggestions from the members as 
to procedure on the road matter, 
Banda desired this confusion to be 
cleared up, and stated, ‘we must 
have facts’, A policy for the 
engineer to follow was next, Banda 
queried, ‘What do you want him to 
do?’ 

Gillis; Want to see and approve 
the bond, 

Slater: Al has done this in the 
past - brought figures in - that’s 
what we want, When the bank book 
and the checks (for bonding) come 
in, we don’t know anything about 
ft, We want to know, 

Banda suggested that a written 
report by the engineer be submit- 
ed each meeting on the progress 
of Lopez Road. The report should 
contain the percentage of comple- 
tion, an investigation into the pro- 
blems discussed and any recom- 
mendations the engineer might of- 
fer, The board was in complete 
agreement, 

Dan Gillis reminded the board 
that according to the Sub-Division 
Contrgl Law, the Planning Board
